Recently, F ather Gilbert Hartke o f Catholic University asked 
me to see a | I a Washington lawyer who 

recently opened an office here as part of the operation of a] 
New York law firm dealing largely in international law and 
international finance. , The firm is Curtis, Mailet-Prevost, 
Colt and Mosle. It se^s that this firirtuf^some years had 
professional dealings with Dr. Alexandeiliwamovltch, who Is 
the subject of the attached biographicalaata. Adamovitch 
ultimately became an en^loyee of the Department of Justice, 
engaged in some consultant capacity in the Inter-Handl case. 
This case apparently has now been-completed, arid Adamovitch 
is apprehensive that he will lose his en^loyment. Father 
Hartke asked me to see whether I could do anything to insure 
the continuation of Dr. Adamovitch's en^loyment. 

I assume the Bureau has some record of Adamovitch, but upon 
the basis of his biographical data I wondered whether the 
Bureau might find him of any use, especially in view of his 
apparent language proficiency. I accordingly bring these 
data to your attention only that they may be appraised by 
someone to determine whether this man might make some contri¬ 
bution to the Bureau's work.

During the course of that investigation, one of the individuals 
interviewed rwho wastassociated with Adamovitch stated that the informa tion on 
Adamovitch in the book "Crime Without Punishment" was false and that| |was 
a Communist. Dr. Adamovitch reportedly came from a f ine Yugo slavian tamiiv 
and was a member of his father's law firm. His brother, f I who was a 
meniber of the same firm was arrested by the Communists and spent some time 
in prison and information furnished in 1960 indicated he was practicing law in 
Yugoslavia. He was described as not being pro-Tito or pro- Communist. One 
source reported that when Tito todk‘over Yugoslavia, Dr. Adamovitch's mother 
I and father died mysteriously. Dr. Adamovitch was born in JSTovi Sad, Yugoslavia 
I 4-6-01. He^ntered the United States .1.1-27-51 and became a naturalized American 
Citizen on 3-12-57 in Washington, D. C. During the applicant’. investigation, one 
1 Individual reported Adamovitch was an opportunist and his judgement would be 
governed by money, personal interests and position. The remaining investigation 
was favorable. Biographical data furnished does not include information about

Judge Tamm, a former official of the Bureau, wrote to the Director on ^ 
September 24, 1965, and inquired concerning the validity of certain recidivism ^ 
statistics and suggested that the Bureau might adopt such a program. 


Attached letter advises Judge Tamm of the existence of the Bureau’s 
program known as Follow-Up on Known Offenders and its publication in Uniform 
Crime Reports - 1963 and 1964. Since Judge Tamm is interested in recidivism 
particularly based on prior prison or jail commitments the Uniform Crime "Reporting 
Section and the Voucher-Statistical Section searched with,a computer toe more than 
116,000 criminal records that we have now processed and electronically stored 
for this feet. The machine time in searching these lengthy records was 30 minutes. 
We are including this in the reply to judge Tamm.

NORTH AMERICAN NEWSPAPER ALLIANCE 

WASHINGTON, MAY 12 (NANA)--TKE VARIOUS MAJOR CITIES OF THESE UNITED 
STATES are considering CIVILIAN REVIEW BOARDS TO INVESTIGATE 
COMPLAim-S AGAINST THE POLICE. NEW YORK HAS FOLLOWED THE LEAD OF 
PHILADELPHIA BY ESTABLISHI NG SUC^ A BOARD.

Edward A. Tamm, 79, a judge on 
the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia since 
1965 who was a former high FBI 
official aiid U.S. District Cmirt 
judge, died of cancer yesterday at 
his home in Washington. 

Judge Tamm came to Washing* 
ton in 1928 and graduated from 
Georgetown University law sduxd 
two years later. 

From 1930 to 1948, he served 
with the FBI. He was promoted 
from special agent to assistant di* 
rector in 1934, a post that he held 
for six years. From 1940 to 1948, 
he was assistant to FBI director J. 
Edgar Hoover. 

He was appointed to the U.S. 
District Court ip 1948. During 
those years, the court dealt not only 
with the usual run of federal cases 
but was a court of general jurisdic¬ 
tion for the District of Columbia, 
hearing a variety of cases that nor¬ 
mally would have been tried before 
state courts. 

The District Court also appointed 
the sdKX>] board. Judge Tamm's 
appointment to the court was ques¬ 
tioned by some who felt that a ca¬ 
reer in the FBI was not the best 
‘training f'yr the special judicial tern* 
permcnt needed. But, by all ac¬ 
counts. h-‘ did a fine job.

My dear Judge, 

The Georgetown Law Review has asked me to compose an article for their coming 
memorial edition which will be issued to honor Judge Tamm. 


In writing this I would like to refer to his notable work, with the Federal Bureau of 
investigation where he served for 18 years. I know about his work generally from 
comments I have received from him and from other members of the Bureau down through 
the years. But I would like to have something specific as I do not know the specific 
positions that he held or the major accomplishments that were attributed to him. So, if 
possible, I would like to have some person detail the exact positions he held in the Bureau 
and the length of time that he held them. I know that in his latter years at the Bureau he 
was very close to the Director, but I do not know what his particular position was, or his 
assignment, or his duties. I would also like to know, for instance, where he served as 
Special Agent-in-Charge, if any, and the length of service at such locations.
